It may be well to give the voters some reason for the de- 
ficit at the Town and Masonic Building this year, and also 
some idea as to the future outlook. 

In the first place we have received only six months rent 
from the Precinct for Fire Department and Water Company 
rooms, as they did not occupy them until October Ist, 1902. 
Next year they will pay a full year’s rent, a gain of $200 for 
the building. Then, again, we have had to use anything we 
could get for fuel, and the expense has been probably $100 
more than it would be in an ordinary year, though the total 
cost thus far, $365.02, is much less than many anticipated. 
We have also had to pay for improvements, piping and _ fit- 
ting up room for the Water company, carpenter work, furni- 
ture, etc., about $150. 

There are now more attractions booked and dates taken 
at the Opera House than at any time since the completion of 
the building, and it looks as though the books for next year 
might show a good profit.

POLICE COURT REPORT. 


To the selectmen of the Town of Lancaster—Gentlemeu1r: 
My recent illness, from which I have not yet fully re- 
covered, prevents me from making a detailed report of each 
case which has come before the Police Court. 
During the past year there have been seventy criminal 
cases before the Court which may be classified as follows:

Selling spirituous liquor, 13

Nine respondents were committed to the House of Cor- 
rection or County Farm, eight for drunkenness and one for 
larceny. One was sent to the State Industrial school. 
One respondent, who plead guilty to the sale of spirituous 
liquor, was sentenced -to jail for six months and the sentence 
was suspended on condition that he get out of business. 

It has been my policy to sentence drunken tramps and 
strangers of a questionable appearance who had no employ- 
ment inthis vicinity to the House of Correction for six 
months, and suspend sentence on condition that they leave 
town at once. This has proved a very effective way of rid- 
ding the town of such characters at no expense. 

Seventeen civil cases were entered in court, all of which 
have been disposed of. 

The receipts of the Court, including fines and costs, 
have amounted to $ 811 65

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


To the Selectmen of the town of Lancaster: 

Feb. 14, 1903. 

The healthful conditions obtaining in our town have 
led us to omit making any report for the last two years. 

There has been but one death during the past year from 
contagious disease, viz., onechild from diphtheria and but 
three cases of this disease have been reported and in no case 
has the infection spread. 

The village has been practically free from typhoid fever 
since the introduction of the public water system. During 
the year there has been some eleven cases of typhoid, all 
originating from sources outside of the town, and all were 
confined to a single patient excepting in one case where it 
was brought into a tenant house where the sanitary condi- 
tions were bad, and these were confined to that building. 

There remain a few extensions to be made in the public 
sewers, which should demand the attention of the authorities 
and we call the attention of those using the sewers, to the 
fact, that the level surface of the plain on which the village 
is located make the grade so light in many of our mains that 
great care must be used, not to allow anything to enter the 
sewers which will tend to dog it; viz., thick coarse paper, 
Cir. 


_In our inspections we have uniformly found both the 
owners and the occupants ready and prompt to carry out any 


suggestions that we have made. 

While the sanitary condition of the town is far from per- 
fect, the use of wells and local springs so liable to polution 
have nearly passed away, and we can hope that by the exten- 
tion of sewers and the prompt connection therewith we may 
in the near future have in a sanitary view:a model village.

Report of the Building Committee: 

Music Hall burned July 16, 1900, depriving the Masonic 
organizations of rooms and the ‘Town of a hall for the tran- 
saction of its business and the great variety of gatherings 
that constitute so large a factor in the social and educational 
life of our community. 


What was the best thing to do under the circumstances 
was the problem to be considered, and as a result of consulta- 
tion the Town and North Star Corporations each appointed a 
committee of three to consider the situation and report. what 
in their judgment was the best plan to persue. 


The committee for the town was Edmund Sullivan, 
Geo. N. Kent and F. D. Hutchins; that for North Star Cor- 
poration, Ezra Mitchell, I. W. Quimby and Garvin R. Ma- 
goon. ‘The two committees, after many meetings and thor- 
ough discussion of the subject in all of its aspects, submitted 
their findings to an adjourned town meeting Dec. 15/ 1900, 
which was adopted by the Town without a dissenting vote. 
The saine was also adopted by the North Star Corporation a 
few days later. The two committees then organized as one 
body with Ezra Mitchell president, Geo. N. Kent secretary, 
and ©. D. Hutchins treasurer. 


Your committee after considering numerous plans fin- 
ally decided on the one of the present building, but in order 
to get a public hall of the present dimensions it was found 
necessary to ask for an additional appropriation of $3500 
from Town and North Star Corporation, andin view of the 
fact that an arrangement could be and was made with the 
Fire Precinct to occupy their present quarters at a fair rental, 
the committee felt warranted in asking for the appropria- 
tion. Any smaller hallthan the present one would have 
been unsatisfactory. Mr. A. I. Lawrence was engaged as 
architect and bids for the completed plans and _ specifications 
were asked for. Mr. John H. Smith of Lancaster giving the 


lowest bid was awarded the contract. The Thompson Mfg. 
Co. being the lowest bidder was given the contract for the 
heating plant. Mr. I. W. Quimby was appointed agent of 
the Building Committee to have especial oversight from day 
to day as the work on the building progressed. 

Mr. J. H. Smith’s contract was for a foundation wall 
nine feet deep, but on excavating it was found that it would 
be necessary to go three or four feet deeper to secure a_thor- 
oughly satisfactory rock bottom which made an extra cost 
of about $1,200. 

The whole cost of the building and furnishings was 
$39,175.03 but it is worth today $8,000 to $10,000 more 
than it has cost.
